The President of the TJai'.ed States (ho said), 


departing from the practice of his Illustrious 
predecessors, dropped from Ills recent annual 
message all 
reference to the foreipa re- 


lations of 
tho 
country 
and to the m- 


torestlpR questions ot International affairs, 
oven omitting the 
usual 
recognition of 


tho Supremo Ruler 
of tao universe, and 


postponing all tilings, celestial and torrestlal, 
until the surplus revenue bo got rid of. This 
extraordinary message ho (Mr. Sherman) fcH 
called -.'pen to consider; to inquire whether the 
dangers spoken of in it were exaggerations or 
not; aci! to examine the remedies proposed. Tho 
existence of a surplus revenue had beon a con- 
stant occurrence before and slnco tho close of 
tho war. Instead ot Its Viing a danger, it ivai 
an indication of tho continuous increase of tha 
domestic productions of the country, and lit 
foreign and domestic commerce, 
and tho 


steady improvement of Its financial condi- 
tion. When, 
In 18M, President 
JeHorson 


tad the nood fortune of a surplus revenue, ho 
asked, In his message to Congress, to what 
purpose tho surplus should bo applied, and ex- 
pressed his belief that tho patriotism of tho 
people would profer tho continuance of tho Im- 
posts and tho application of tho money "to tho 
great purposes of publlo education, roads, riv- 
ers and canals." 


General Jackson, when he had tho like good 


fortune, recommended the distribution of the 
surplus among tho States, and a bill for that 
purpose had been Introduced by Mr. Calhouu, 
had missed both bouses by largo majorities, 
and had boon signed by President Jackson. 
Larger surpluses had frequently been dealt 
with wisely by Republican Administrations, 
being cithor applied by tho executive au- 
thorities to tho payment of tho public dobt, 
or 
Its 
accumulation having 
beon pre- 


vented by Congress, from ttmo to tlmo, by tho 
reduction or repeal of taxes. These simple 
remedies had been applied In tha administra- 
tion of each of Mr. Cleveland's predecessors 
(since tlio close of tho war) without othor mat- 
ters being neglected or a cry of alarm being 
raised. Why had not tho President followed 
the example of his predecessors, by using tho 
powers conferred upon tho Secretary of tho 
Treasury and applying tho surplus to tao 
reduction of tho public debt? 


Senator Shorniaa charged tho present Ad- 


ministration witli having changed tho form of 
debt statement so as to conceal nearly £30,000,- 
000 as unavailable assets, in order that tho sur- 
plus might bo enlarged. Evon without outline 
down taxation, tho Ohio statesman declared 
that tho surplus revonuos might havo boon 
dissipated by thoir application to uroat Na- 
tional oblocts-coast dofensos; tho refunding 
of J14,000,000 direct taxos levied upon tho sev- 
eral States in 180-; tho failure to appropriate 
$10,000,000 for rlvor and harbors at the last ses- 
sion; tho refusal of tho president to sign tho 
Dependent Pension bill, and the refusal by tho 
House to provide for the proper building up ol 
tlio navy, for commercial marine, for postal 
communication with tho South American 
Statos, ar.d tor tho encouragement and support 
Of schools. 


The President had cast doubt upon the 


power of tho Secretary of tho Treasury to 
cntor the market and purchase bonds. 
He 


spolto ot It as a "pretense," or a "supposition." 
But tho second section of thy Sundry Civil bil 
of March 3, IS1:!, gave tho Secretary of the 
Treasury power, at any tlmo, 
to 
apply 


tho surplus, or BO much of It as ho might 
consider 
proper,

redemption ot United 'States bonds—suoh 
bonds to bo cancelled, and not to constitute a 
part of tho sinking fund. That law had beon 
passed nt his (Mr. Sherman's) request, -while, 
ho was Secretary ot tho Traasnry, to meet tho 
vory lUDiculty and to operate nt any time.

Ho would agree with tbo 
President, however, in saying that If, on a care- 
ful examination, it should appear that any duty 
on any nrticlo could bo dlspeasod with without 
dotrimcnt to American Industry it should bo 
doao, nnd thai If any article now paying taxes 
could not bo ninnufncturod bero It should be 
placed on tho froo list. The object of tariff 
laws was to encourage homo manufacturers iu 
competition with foreign rivals, as well as to 
socuro revnnua; aad, therefore, thesa laws 
should bo as permanent as possible, consistent 
with tho needs of tho Government. 


The most Important benefits conferred by 


the tariff laws was that they not only diversi-

the femoral artery had been lacerated, and 
he pu: a rough compress on tho artery 
near tie groin, which checked the hem 
orrhafje. Corrigan wss taken to the Forty 
ninth street hospital in an ambulance 
Ho had recovered consciousness, but was 
in a relapse from tho, shock. As tao 
arterial compress was doins its work 
•well it was not removed, and attention 
given to restoring tho pa-dent to nonna 
condition with the use of stimulants »nc 
anodynes. This took several hours, anc 
when tbo patient was in a fair condition tlio 
consulting surgeon was scat for. Ho es 
nmincd tho leg, and found besido the injury 
to the artery a compound comminuted 
fracture of tho femur. It was very cxtcn 
sivo and surely EUfiicicrnt to warrant ampu- 
tation, but tha doctor advocates moderation, 
in tho uso of tho knJo in all casos whoro 
thcro is arterial circulation, and to dotcr 
mined to try to save the leg. 


The patient was put under the influence 


of other, and tao ugly wound in tho thigh 
was explored. Tho form of tho wound in 
dicatcd that the tamping iron aad torn its 
•way through the tissue. It did not continue 
in a straight line through the abdomen am 
rip tbo body open because it was diverted 
by Uio bone. In order to prevent hemor 
rhagc, a bandage was wound tightly abou 
tho leg above tho injury. The clotted blood 
was v.-.-ished away with a solution [Of tbi 
chloride of mercury, and tho ragged ends o 
tho muscles wero cut away with scissors 
The bone was in a frightful condition. The 
impact, of Ihe iron had boon so great that i 
had broken tho bone into a thousand frag 
raants. The task of removing thorn wa 
tedious, indood, but it had to bo done be- 
fore tho wound could be closed. Some o 
tbo pieces were loose- and ivero easily ro 
moved by forcing water into the wound, but 
the larger numbor wero imbedded La tho 
tissue, and had to bo taken out singly witb.- 
nne forceps. Several minor incisions wero 
mado to release some of tho fragments, 
•\vhjch, being in the shape of a stiletto, had 
been driven put of sight 
"When, nil had 


been taken away It was estimated that al- 
together they represented a little less than 
three inches of solid bone. 
The result 


•would naturally ho that tho leg would bo 
shortened four inches, allowing for the 
usual contractions in tho union vf tho 
bones. 
Tho incision was extended on tho insido 


of the leg, and tho tissue was separated 
with retractors until the femoral artery 
was found. The artery was cautiously dis- 
scciDd out and the ruptuco located. For- 
lun&tcly the usual aotion of the artery In 
cases where they had been cut bad already 
taken place and the opening had been con- 
tracted so that it would not admit a small 
prodo. As long as tho artery could bo pro- 
served tbern was a chance for the leg. 
Ligature of the artery, It was suggested by 
the operating surgeon, would not do it, us it 
would cut off. the supply of blood, and to de- 
termined to tako chancos and leaveth« 
healing to be done by nature. It was a do«~ 
perate thing to do, but no other course, 
could be taken. The ends of tho bones wore 
brought together and hold firmly until a 
plaster of Paris bandago was applied. Tao 
bandago did not covar tho entire upper part 
of the !eg, as it was necessary toat tho 
place whoro the insision had been mado 
should bo opon to admit the subse- 
quent treatment and to allow the wound to 
discharge freely. The doctor applied an, 
ingenious mechanical contrivance, which 
had never before been used in tbe fractura 
of a bone. It consisted of two stiff steel 
rods sharp as tho point, joined with a 
ratchet, and sot so that, tbo two rods oould 
bo brought together, or ssparatcd, at will.

fracture, and left in position. The work bad 
taken such a long timo that the patient tv*s 
on the edge of a collapse from shock, and It 
required prompt heroic treatment to sot the 
heart going satisfactorily. The looked-for 
hemorrhage of tho fomoral artery did not 
appear. Tbo pressure of the plaster bandago 
was just sufflcient to prevent the ireo flow 
of blood and tako tho strain from the artery, 
and yot furnish nourishment to the leg. 
The patient made rapid progress, and in six 
days tho union of the bone had taken place. 
Then tho doctor's machine camo into play. 
Tho bones united In the form of elastic car- 
tilage and tho set-screw of tho machino was 
turned so as to nearly separate the bones 
again, and then left in this position. In a 
few days a noiv cartilage wa» thrown out, 
and the machine was given another turn. 
This was kopt up every few days until the 
leg had been lengthened to noarly its nat- 
ural size. Every timo tho machmo was 
worked the plaster bandage bod to be cut 
and then repaired. Tne effect was simply 
wonderful 
Tho machino was finally re- 


moved, and tho usual apparatus was applied 
to keep tho leg from shortening again. Tho 
legivas saved and Corrigan \viil certainly 
havo tbo use of it again. It will tako many 
months for Ihe cartilage to become bone, 
but vrith proper car-o it will be as sound as 
tho uninjured log.
